arbitration . 
Arbitration is spon sored chiefly by the American 
Arbitration Association formed by far-sighted busin ess 
lead ers who were willin g to give their time an d experien ce 
to the task of cuttin g through the ocean s of red tape which 
had m ad e “ justice" a jest to the man without mean s. 
Here, it would 
appear, 
is the an swer to a m an ’s 
prayer for immed iate legal relief. Before impartial arbi­ 
ters n ot lawyers but experts in the matters in volved in 
the case—¿a man may explain his grievan ce an d expect 
a fair an d un biased d ecision . 
For a fee of on ly 5 per cen t of the amoun t in volved , 
litigan t* may come before on e or several arbiters ami 
ad just claims ran gin g an ywhere from a few d ollars to 
million s.
